Missiles’ Dropped ‘‘on or

CAIRO, Egypt, Jan. 10 (AP). — 
British bombs fell “on or very near” 
the stern of an Italian battleship

The Littorio class is Italy’s new

BRITISH BATTLESHIP 
HIT, ROME REPORTS 


ROME, Jan. 10 (AP).—Italian 

planes and naval units hit a British 
battleship with bombs, sank two 
submarines and two freighters and 
torpedoed two other merchantmen, 
the high command sald today. 
- ‘The battleship was not identified 
but the daily war bulletin asserted 
it was struck despite “violent anti- 
aircraft reaction” during an attack 
on a large naval formation in the 
Eastern Mediterranean.

“Free French” headquarters in 
London announced the loss of the 
Narval by “enemy action” yester- 
day. It was identified as the first 
unit of the French navy to join the 
“free French” forces on the side of

The Italian communique was not 
specific as to the identity of the 
second submarine it claimed was 
sunk, but noted that the British 
had acknowledged the loss of the 
submarine Regulus. 

Two merchant ships in convoy

submarines were said to have sunk 
the 2883-ton Greek steamer Ana- 
stassia and the armed British 
steamer Shakespear in the Atlantic.

Much of Europe was tired and 
confused and despairing even be- 
fore the war began, and any major 
war would have shattered the peo- 
ples’ nerves even more. But the 
nightmare condition in which the 
continent finds itself today is due 
above all to Hitler’s deliberate tac- 
tics, in which the filthy pictures 
played a by no means insignifi- 
cant part. 

’ Example in France. 

Postcard-size pictures are beauti- 
fully drawn and printed in four 
colors. At first sight, they look 
innocent enough, All they seem to 
show is a picture of a wounded 
poilu lying amid the ruins of a 
town, sketched in the lower left- 
hand corner. The rest of the pic- 
ture is blank, except that across 
the top there is ted the ques- 
tion, “Where are the Tommies?” 

But when the picture is held up 
so that light comes through from 
the back, a scene appears in the 
blank space, the picture of a tri- 
umphant, well-fed Tommy making 
love to a French woman—with a 
picture of the poilu hanging on the 
wall behind the pair. 

The whole conception of the card 
is diabolically clever. It is intended 
to make the French troops suspect, 
first, that the Tommies shirked 
their share of the war, and, sec- 
ond, that French women were be- 
ind seduced by the Tommies at 
home while the poilus manned the 
front. | 

The Nazis printed hundreds of 
thousands of these cards. They 
produced a special type of trench 
mortar, and they shot the cards 
over the French lines for the 
poilus to find. 

The French authorities made it 
a court-martial offense for the 
poilus to keep -the cards. All of 
them were supposed to be turned 
in. But the Nazis found cards, 
nevertheless, on tens of thousands 
of the prisoners they took in May 
and June. The trick, in other 
words, worked, at least to some 
extent. : 

Weakening Will to Fight. 

The use of filthy pictures as im- 
plements of war is typical of the 
tactics the Nazis are using to de- 
moralize their enemies by psy- 
chological means—tactics which ex- 
jtend to almost every field of hu- 
man life and thought and emo- 
tion, all thought out years in ad- 
vance, all based on a knowledge of 
the weaknesses of human nerves 
and human character, all employed 
for tho purpose of destroying the 
enemy's will to fight before the 
first shot is ever fired. — 

The purpose of all war is to 
force the enemy to capitulate by 
breaking his will to resist. In the 
past, wars have been fought on the 
theory that you have to destroy 
the enemy's ships and guns and

The Nazis have adopted a dif- 
ferent theory. They are fighting 
this war by trying to paralyze the 
will of the enemy to resist by non- 
military mears before the actual 
fighting even begins, so that when 
the military operations commence 
the enemy collapses as much from 
his own weakness as from the su- 
perior power of the German armed 
forces, 

United States Included. 

The principal non-military wepa- 
on the Nazis are using is the 
psychological weapon. The Ger- 
mans have set out to create a 
nightmare state of mind among 
their enemies, to cause nothing 
less than a_ collective nervous 
breakdown on an_ international 
scale, and to bring about a paraly- 
sis of will on the part of all West- 
ern European civilization, includ- 
ing the United States. And they 
have succeeded, thus far, to an 
amazing degree, 

Hitler doesn’t need to convert a 
majority in any given country to 
his point of view. He only needs 
a small minority. Often he doesn’t 
need anybody on his side at all. 
He can accomplish his purpose 
even if all the people are against 
him, if enough of those people are 
sufficiently in disagreement among 
themselves to be unable or unwill- 
ing to take effective common ac- 
tion against him. 

There are countless variations in 
the Nazi tactics and strategy of de- 
moralization. Generally speaking, 
however, their essential purposes 
always are the same—first, to en- 
courage dissension among groups 
opposed to him, beginning with the 
groups of nations arrayed in an al- 
liance and extendiing down to the 
smallest groups and elements with- 
in each nation; and, second, to en- 
courage personal misgivings and 
general unwillingness to fight in 
each individual, apart from his 
membership in any group. 

Anti-Semitism as Weapon. 

The Nazis have sown dissent be- 


hand and the Allies on the other, 
between France and England on 
the one hand and Poland on the 
other, and between France and 
England themselves, They have 
sown dissent between classes, be- 
tween races, between parties. 
Anti-Semitism is the Nazis’ fa- 
vorite means for causing dissent.

They 
were intended to set the French 
against the British, and they were 
intended to make every individual 
Frenchman sick at heart with sus- 
picion of his own wife or sweet- 
heart, if possible, or, at least to 
make him wonder just enough so 
that he could not fight quite as 
well as he otherwise could. 

In the pursuit of these objec- 
tives, the Nazis have used and are) 
using three main methods: Shock 
and horror tactics, false pretensions 
of friendship, and tactics of sheer 
confusion. , 

Secret Weapon Propaganda. 

The Nazi propaganda about sup- 
posed secret weapons was typical 
of their shock and horror tactics. 
It was calculated to undermine the 
morale of the enemy, and often 
succeeded. German troops storm- 
ing one sector of the Allied lines 
last May put the defenders to 
flight by simply firing signal 
rockets at them. The Allied troops 
thought the Nazis were using some 
new and deadly secret weapon, and 
ran for their lives. 
Another typical example of the 
Nazis’ shock and horror tactics is 
their deliberate use. of military se- 
crets, obtained by German agents, 
in broadcasts to enemy troops, 
whose morale is. sometimes shat- 
tered when they realize how effi- 
cient the Nazi espionage is. 

The fraternization which the 
Germans encouraged on the West- 
ern Front before the big offensive, 
on the other hand, was typical of 
the Nazis’ use of false pretensions 
of friendship as a weapon of war. 
After nine months of seemingly 
sincere protestations of good will 
by the Germans, the French were 
mentally and morally disarmed to 
a significant degree, and unable to 
fight as well as they could have if 
the Germans had shown hatred for 
them instead. 

Hitler has a myriad agents of 
his own who serve these purposes. 
But among the most. effective 
agents are the people who do not 
realize that they are Hitler’s tools 
and ‘certainly do not want to be but 
who nevertheless are. 

There- are three main categories 
of these unwitting Nazi agents: 
First, there are persons of un 
doubted good will but inadequate 
awareness of the consequences of 
what they are doing, like some of 
the amateur statesmen who help 
Hitler put over his “peace plans.” 

Second, there are people whose 
good will may or may not be be- 
yond suspicion, but who try to out- 
smart Hitler—they realize that he 
is trying to use them, but they 
think they are smart enough to use 
him instead. Nobody has out- 
smarted Hiler yet in this kind of a 
relationship, but this does not seem 
to prevent people from keeping 
trying it. A large sector of big 
German industry, incarnated in 
Fritz Thyssen, is typical of this 


up. 
And third, there are people who 
really would turn their own coun- 
tries over the Reich rather than 
allow domestic opponents to get 
control, like the Frenchmen who 
swore they would rather have Hit- 
ler running France than Leon 
Blum. 

Adolf Hitler is the first poliiti- 
cian the world has ever seen who 
has cashed in on a worldwide scale

Resign in Group Protest 


Only One Thus Far Has Not Turned in His 
Resignation—Action Follows Ded¢ision 
to Change Leadership. 


Twenty-four of the 25 firemen 


of the volunteer fire department of 
St. John’s and Overiand resigned 
last night and today in protest 
against the decision of the depart- 
ment’s board of directors not to 
reappoint Edwin C. Ryder, volun- 
teer fire chief for four years and 
a member of the department since 
it was organized in 1927. 

The mass resignations took place 

at one of the department’s two en- 
gine houses, Woodson road and 
West Milton avenue, Overland. Six 
firemen of the day shift met today 
and decided unanimously to follow 
the lead of 17 night volunteers 
who quit last night. The two oth- 
er day shift men did not attend 
the meetings. One of these later 
announced his resignation. 
The board of directors elected 
Art Rugh chief at a meeting 
Wednesday night by a vote of 23 
to 9. Rugh was a member of the 
department until a year ago. Board 
President T. Douglas Moore said 
the resignations would not deprive 
the community of protection as 
Rugh had already recruited an 
emergency force of 12 firemen and 
expected to secure a new roll of 
volunteers within two or three days. 
Meanwhile, Moore said, the Uni- 
versity City department would co- 
operate in case of serious emer- 
gency. 

Chief Rugh’s emergency organi- 
zation, when put to the test this 
afternoon by a weed fire in the 
9600 block of Midland avenue, could 
muster only two men, the chief and

a filling station owner, Richard 
Floyd. 

When a telephone operator gave 
the alarm by setting off sirens at 
the two engine houses, Rugh and 
Floyd took the apparatus from 
House No. 1, St. Charles and 
Brown roads. It took 15 minutes 
for them .to put out the blaze. Re- 
turning past the other engine house 
they found that no one had turned 
up even to stop the screaming si- 
ren. They turned it off. 

Former Chief Ryder told firemen 
at last night’s meeting that in view 
of the action of the directors he 
could no longer stay with the de- 
partment. He laid the board’s de- 


cision not to reappoint him to per- 


sonal and political grudges against 
him held by some of its members. 
Two years ago he opposed the can- 
didacy of Moore’ for board presi- 
dent, and he fought the re-election 
last fall of Board Secretary Robert 
E. Adams. 

Rugh, the new chief, told fire- 
men at the meeting that he had not 
sought the office, which brings no 
salary, but had accepted when it 
was offered by the board. 

Board President Moore said that 
the board’s action in not re-electing 
Ryder was based on a feeling grow- 
ing for some time among board 
members that under him firemen 
had tended to take to themselves 
policy-making decisions rightfully 
the poard’s.

Warns. Against Overestima- 
tion of Resources Avail- 
able for Purchase of War 
Materials in U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Jan..10 (AP). — 
The Federal Reserve Board cau- 
tioned the public today against 
overestimating. the resources -avail- 
able to the British Empire for pur- 
chase of American war. materials. 
No mention was made, however, 
of President Roosevelt’s proposal to 
lend or lease materials to the Brit- 
ish after they pay cash for current 
orders. 

The board discussed British as- 
sets in-a monthly ‘bulletin, which 
estimated that at the beginning of 
he war the empire had $7,115,000,000 
worth of gold, securities and other 


jassets.theoretically available to pay 


for‘American purchases. | 

No Representative Figure. 
"after saying that it could not tell 
how much of these assets had been 
used up, the board said: 
“The situation cannot, however, 
be adequately presented in terms 
of such figures. In the first place, 
there is no one figure that really 
measures British dollar resources.” 
Then it explained that some of 
the wealth in the empire belonged 
to other nations, that some of the 
securities—although intrinsically 
valuable—had no immediate mar- 
ket, that gold held on the other 
side of the Atlantic might be sunk 
en route here, and that other assets 
might lose much of their apparent 
value if they had to be sold in a 
relatively short period of time and 
swamp the markets. 

Much Already Pledged. 
Of the remaining empire assets, 
the board said much of these al- 
ready -has been ‘pledged for . pay- 
ment of contracts when the pur- 
chased airplanes‘or other materials 
are delivered. 
Another possible empire source 
of dollar assets was said to be 
investments in Latin America and 
elsewhere, but “possibilities of this 
sort appear to be limited.” 
An authoritative source high in 
United States Government circles 
estimated three weeks ago that 
Britain had placed about $2,000,000,- 
000 worth of orders for munitions 
and materiel in this country,.on a 
cash and carry basis.

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Dean Acheson Against Him in 
Discussion of War Aid. © 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10 (AP).—An 
audience which frequently heckled 
the speakers with questions and in- 
terrupted with shouts of “Yes” or 
“No” last night converted a formal 
dehate into a rousing argument on 
this question: “Is a Hitler Defeat 
Essential to the United States?” 

So heated became the action at 
Town Hall’s “America’s Town Meet- 
ing of the Air” that twice Verne 
Marshall, chairman of the No For- 
eign War Committee, interrupted 
his formal address to invite mem- 
bers of the audience to come to the 
stage and meet him in a type of 
debate where. words don’t count. 

Marshall. was debating Dean 


the Treasury and a member of the 
Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies. Acheson took 
the affirmative side. 

Mingled boos and cheers and 
shouts several times drowned out 
the speakers. Several times George 
V. Denny Jr., presiding moderator, 
asked the audience of about 1500 
persons to give Marshall a chance 
to be heard. Marshall complained 
that the audience had absorbed 10 
minutes of his time by interrupt- | 
ing, while Denny contended Mar- 
shall had exceeded his time by three 
minutes. . 
' Tumult After Speeches. 

Much of the’ demonstrating oc- 
curred during the question and an- 
swer period following the formal 
speeches. 

Marshall-said he- — the best 
aid the United States could give 
Britain would be to say, “Let us 
mediate with you, and for you, to 
end your war.” 

But Acheson said he thought “the 
attempt to negotiate a ‘just and 
fair peace’ would’ mean only an 
ultimate Hitler victory at a min- 


imum cost to Hitler. To negotiate 
with Hitler is to betray the future.” 

At one point, Marshall said, 
“Somebody says, ‘No, I am not an 
American.’ Let him come up here 
arid say that on this platform. I am 
20 pounds underweight, and I don’t 
care how much he weighs.” _. 

Acheson said, “We have no right, 
because of fear that we may be in- 
volved if the conflict continues, to 
urge negotiations upon those who 
are risking their lives and their all 
for an end which we curestves fer- 
vently desire. 

Recalls Pledge. 

“No agreement with Hitler can 
be worth more than the word of the 
man who said in 1984 that after 
Germany recovered. the Saar, it 
would accept in its innermost soul 
the Pact of Locarno.” 

Marshall explained that the pur- 
pose of his committee was to keep 
the United States out of war and 
to “prevent the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration from giving away our na- 
tional defense.” 

“Do not be misled,” Marshall 
urged, “You are asked to give your 
money and, later, if you are a man 
‘of draft age, perhaps to give your 
\life so that the people of. foreign 
lands may carry on their relentless 
killing of each other. This is not 
just one mans’ war. The Nazis were 
a result, not a cause.” 


Socialist Leader Norman Thomas, 
invited to comment during a ques- 
tion-and-answer period following the 
debate, said, “I and millions of others 
who want.to keep America out of 
war know the value of Hitler’s. de- 
feat, but between the value of Hit- 
ler’s defeat and a Hitler defeat es- 
sential to Amierica and to democ- 
racy there is a long road, and that 
road will lead through war. 6) 
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PLANE ENGINE: PLANT 
STRIKE POSTPONED 


Defense Board Agent How- 
ever, Reports Little Prog- 
ress Toward Settlement. 


FARMINGDALE, N. Y., Jan. 10 
(AP).—John Owens, representative 
of the National Defense Commis- 
sion, reported “little or no progress” 
today in efforts to avert a strike 
which would halt production on 
$7,750,000 worth -of Government 
airplane engine orders. 

Owens told reporters that a con- 
ference at the Ranger plant,of the 
Fairchild Engine & Airplane Cors 
poration. had adjourned until this 
afternoon because, “so far, they 
have been unable to agree on any 
substantial wage basis.” He added: 
“Once they agree on that, other 
matters*can be cleared up easily.” 

The discussion behind — closed 
doors became so heated at times 
that voices could be heard plainly 
outside. The conference lasted all 
night. 

Owens indicated he would confer 
by telephone with high officials of 
the Defense Commission before the 
conference reconvened at the Hotel 
Commodore in New York City. 

The strike over wages at the Ran- 
ger plant of the Fairchild Corpora- 
tion had. been scheduled for 7:45 
o'clock last night, but last-minute 
pressure’ from the Defense Com- 
Mission won a 48hour postpone- 
ment. The new deadline would. be 
7:45 Monday morning, since the 
plant does not operate on Sunday. 

The United Automobile Workers 
of America (CIO) claims 213 of the 
plant’s 240 employes. It is, demand- 
ing a 5-cent-an-hour pay increase 
for all employes, an increase in the 
starting wage from 50 to 55 cents 
an hour, an increase to 65 cents 
after 90 days and a complete re- 
classification of all employes. 

The plant offered to pay inexperi- 
enced men 50 cents to start, 55.cents 
after six. months and 60 cents with- 
in a year, according to Duncan Cox, 
general manager of the plant and} 
vice-president of the parent cor- 
poration.

DEMAND REVISION 
~ OF ZONING BILL 


Speakers at Third Public 
Hearing Urge Return of 
Measure to City Plan 


Commission. 


Real estate dealers and other 
property owners continued to pro- 
test against the city-wide zoning 
pil at the third of public hearings 
yesterday at the Municipal Audi- 
torium and urged that the bill be 
back to the City Plan Com- 
mission, Which drew it, for revision. 


J. Melvin Levi, chairman of the 
Planning Committee of the St. 
louis Real Estate Exchange, 
charged that the City Plan Com- 
mission was lax in the manner in 
which it drew up the bill. 

“At no time were property own- 
ers in the various districts con- 
sulted as to the needs of their 
neighborhoods,” Levi said. “Real 
estate men were not conferred with 
or even asked to express an opin- 
ion until the bill was perfected by 
the commission and ready for in- 
troduction before the Board of Al- 
dermen. % 

Says Dealers Back Zoning. 

Asserting that every real estate 
dealer is a proponent of zoning 
and not an opponent, as charged, 
levi said that zoning generally 
must be “founded on good practical 
basis and not otherwise. It must 
be zoning revision produced. by the 
gradual common-sense process of 
evolution rather than by a single, 
sensational revolution of the exist- 
ing ordinance. People whose in- 
terests will be affected must be 
consulted, and the value of their 
opinions carefully’ weighed before 
a position is taken.” 

Suggesting that further public 
hearings before the Zoning Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen 
be discontinued, Levi said that pro- 
visions in the bill condensing com-- 
mercial districts along arterial 
highways and reducing multiple- 
dwelling districts, vital to the sup- 
port of neighborhood shopping cen- 
ters, would speed the moving of 
residents to the county instead of 
halting the exodus. 

He advocated the formation of 
landowners’ committees in various 
districts of the city for consulta- 
tion with the City Plan Commis- 
sion on zoning needs. 

Attorney Attacks Clauses. 

Vigorous protests against the non- 
conforming use clauses of the bill 
and provisions for parking lots for 
places of public assembly, includ- 
ing churches, again were made at 
the meeting, which was for resi- 
dents of the Sixteenth and Twenty- 
fourth Wards. 

Harry R. Stocker, attorney rep- 
resenting property owners on Pine 
street and Lawton avenue from 
Jefferson to Grand, asserted that 
$1 business buildings on the two 
streets eventually would have to be 
converted to multiple-dwelling 
buildings in order to conform with 
the bill. 

He contended that the future of 
Pine and Lawton was not as a 
dwelling district but as a commer- 
cial neighborhood. Attacking the 
non-conforming provisions as “con- 
fiscation,” he said they were “uncon- 
stitutional” in his opinion, and that 
he refused “to be made a guinea pig 
for property experimentation.” He 
is a property owner in the Pine- 

wton area. 

Hearings to Be Continued. 

John M. Baggot, secretary of the 
laclede-Christy Clay Products Co., 
which owns about 5000 feet of the 
frontage on Hampton avenue south 
of the Frisco Railroad tracks, was 
one of many objectors to the pro- 
posed change of Hampton avenue 
in that area from commercial to 
residential.

T the risk of being considered 


tiresomely repetitious, it must once 


more be emphasized that this war is not going to be lost or won in 

the Balkans, in North Africa, or in Spain. The decisive theater is 
the Island of Great Britain and its surrounding waters, and the de- 
cisive period in all probability is the next six months, or perhaps less. 
During that time the Germans must overcome Britésh resistance in 
the home island, or so reduce that resistance as to make Great Britain 
useless 28 a base of operations for the blockade and air attack of 
Germany; if they fail to do so, they will find themselves over-matched 
in the Battle of Production, and thereafter the war ‘becomes a matter 
of how long they can hold out under the steadily increasing pressure 


of blockade, of air attack, and of 


the reorganization under English- 


american direction of the non-European world. 


‘What the Germans are now do- 
ing is to increase the scope and ac- 
tivity of their own counter-block- 
ade. This is by all odds the most 
hopeful means at their immediate 
disposal for weakening British re- 
sistance. Its weapons are the sub- 
marine and the offshore aircraft, 
operating against British shipping, 
the one aiding the other; bombing 
sircraft operating against ports, 
railway centers and industrial fa- 
cilities. As the additional subma- 
rines now under construction come 
into service, and as additional air- 


craft become available, the tempo 
of this attack can be gradually 


@ stepped up. 


But other weapons and means are 
also available. Surface raiders can 
in increasing numbers: 
Germany has four battleships, two 
pocket battleships and three or four 
heavy cruisers well adapted for 
such tasks, and the possibility of 
some units of the Italian fleet 
breaking out into the Atlantic can- 
not be disregarded. At the right 
moment, the Germans would hardly

Chance of Invasion. 


This critical moment may not be 
the moment when Germany launch- 
es a full-scale invasion of Great 
Indeed, it is quite prob- 


ish resistance has been worn down 
b, other means. The defensive or- 
ganization of the island of Great 
Britain has been brought to a 
high degree of excellence. Deep 
defensive zones of fortifications 
girdle all the shore line; an army 
of not less than 35 fully equipped 
divisions, plus at least two (per- 
haps more) armored divisions, is 
available, backed up by at least 
an equal number of formations not 
yet fully trained and equipped but 
available as a reservoir of replace- 
ments, and a Home Guard steadily 
growing in numbers and efficiency. 
Considering British command of 
the sea, and the high efficiency and 
performance of the Royal Air Force, 
én invasion of Great Britain ap- 
pears an enterprise offering only 
the prospect of a bloody and per- 
haps finally decisive defeat; unless 
some means can.be found to cut 
down the present ability of the de- 
fenders to deal with it. 


Those means cannot consist 
wholly in submarine, surface raider 
and air attacks against communi- 
tations. These must be co-ordinat- 
ed with other types of attack; and 
one means which is very likely to 
make its appearance is one in which 
the powerful and well-equipped Ger- 
man Army can make itself felt. 
This might be in a series of raids 
against key points: ports, railway 
centers, large industrial centers. 


Let us suppose that the Germans 
have available, as they easily may 
may have, some 1000 troop-carry- 
ing planes. They might begin by 
a fire-bomb raid at some selected 
point, giving a beacon to guide 
the troop-carriers. A landing place 
would have been previously select- 
ed; it would, of course, be barri- 
caded, but the barricades might be 
removed by parachutists or fifth- 
columnists. 


Suppose in the first raid 100 troop 
carriers were used, each carrying 
40 fully equipped soldiers; of these, 
200 might be engineers with all 
sorts of demolition equipment. Give 
such men two or three hours to 
work, in accordance with a detailed 
plan carefully evolved beforehand, 
and they could do more damage 
to, let us say, a great airplane fac- 
tory, than would be likely to result 
from the severest air raid. The 
launching of a series of such raids 
at various points throughout Eng- 
land would make it difficult for 
the defenders to concentrate upon 
a single point, and the damage re- 
sulting might well be very great. 


Raid on Port. 


Similar considerations apply to a 
raid on a seaport, where shipping, 
piers, warehouses, vessels under re- 
pair or construction, shipyards and 
drydocks might be the objectives 
of the demolition squads. In many 
cases, of course, the raiders would 
be beaten off or wiped out; but in 
others they might succeed, and we 
may be sure that their work would 
be carefully co-ordinated with a se- 
ries of bomzing attacks of the usual 
sort. Both in Holland and in Nor- 
way we have seen with what savage 
tenacity German troops even in 
small numbers, can, with a full 
equipment of automatic arms,. hold 
on to well chosen positions; it is 
not ts0 much to say that 2000 or 
3000 picked German infantrymen 


would have at least a good chance 


at a given point of holding off 
British attacks while their engi- 
neers were carrying out their mis- 
sions, 


Raids on a somewhat larger scale 
might succeed in obtaining a foot- 
hold in Ireland: here the air-borne 
troops might be supplemented by 
artillery and mechanized units 
rushed over in fast steamers by 
night.. Of course, some of these 
steamers would be lost on the way; 
of the original reinforcing convoy 
for Oslo, only four out of 10 ships 
arrived safely. The point is that the 
Germans are perfectly willing to 
take such risks, and that there is 
no assurance, in stormy weather 
and in the long nights of those lati- 
tudes, that some of the ships would 
not get through. Doubtless British 
troops from Northern Ireland could 
eventually drive the invaders out; 
but if Irish ports and air bases 
could be held for an appreciable 
time and used by German subma- 
rines and air craft, the efficiency of 
the attacks by the latter against 
British shipping could, for that 
time, be immeasurably enhanced. 


Of course, all these possibilities 
have been thought out long ago, not 
only by the Germans, but by the 
British staffs. They are recapitu- 
lated here in an endeavor to sug- 
gest that we are certainly going to

So far, it has not been 
possible to develop sufficient sup- 
plies from the aluminum ores which 
are found in Germany, according 
to a survey attributed to a Swed- 
ish expert, Dr. Bengt Kjerrmann. 
Experiments were made, he re- 
ported, with aluminum oxide which 
is found in quantities in Germany, 
but the production was costly 
and limited.

Edgar Ansel 
Mowrer has pointed out that, no matter how co-op- 
erative London may be, the British colonial officials, 
especially in Bermuda and Trinidad, have taken a 
very different attitude, Efforts have been made to 
deprive the navy of the use of adequate facilities and 
even to charge import duties for needed supplies that 
it will have to bring in. 

Mr. Mowrer is of the opinion that it is part of the 
Hopkins mission to London to clear up this difficulty. 
Had that agreement contemplated outright sale—a 
transfer of property—the two governments would not 
now be plagued with the very pressing problem of 
the exact location of the bases and how they are to 
be supplied. Time is pre®sing where defense is con- 
cerned, and it seems that, since the leases necessarily 
mean a conflict of authorities, a great many precious 
days and weeks are to be lost. Many have been lost 
already. 
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IS MISSOURI TO LOSE THIS JUDGESHIP? 

Our Washington bureau conveyed an important 
piece of news to Missouri yesterday. It told that 
the failure of Senators Clark and Truman to agree 
on a recommendation for the vacant seat on the 
United States Court of Appeals might very well cost 
the court the appointment of a Missourian, familiar 
with the law which must be applied in about half 
the work of the court. 

Senator Clark has recommended the advancement 
of either Federal Judge George H. Moore or Federal 
Judge John Caskie Collet. Senator Truman has not 
made a formal recommendation to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, but it is known that he favors the appointment 
of Judge Ernest M. Tipton of the Missouri Supreme 
Court. 

The relative merits of these and any other can- 
didates who might be proposed from Missouri are 
not at issue in this consideration.,. What is urgent 
now is that differences between the Senators shall 
not cause the President to turn to one of the six other 
states in the circuit. 

Lack of agreement on the part ‘of Illinois Demo- 
cratic leaders, including the Senators at that time, 
cost Illinois a seat on the Circuit Court of Appeals 
not long ago. After the row had continued for 
months, President Roosevelt turned to Indiana—al- 
though an [Illinoisan should have been appointed 
on the basis of work done by the court and the 
Illinois law applied. A Judge sabasy Indiana was 
Teadily enough named. 

The same thing can happen in this circuit. While 
Missouri’s Senators hold out for different men, the 
Senators from Arkansas or Iowa or Minnesota or 
some other state will get together and a Judge will 
be agreed upon. ‘

Marquette U. Professor for 14 Years, 
He Also Lectured in South 
American Schools.

Edward John von Komorowski 
Menge, 58 years old, of Chicago, 
internationally known biologist, 
psychiatrist, lecturer and writer, 
died at a hospital here yesterday 
after an illness of several weeks.

HARD HIT BY WAR, 
INVITES REFUGEES 


Haven Offered to Children 
From England, Woman 
Missionary Writes. 


WEYMOUTH, Mass., Jan. 10 
(AP).—Pitcairn Islanders, hard hit 
themselves by the war in Europe, 
have offered a haven to child refu- 
gees from England on their lonely 
Pacific isle which sheltered the mu- 
tineers of the Bounty 151 years 
ago. 

This is disclosed in a letter re- 
ceived here from an islander who 
wrote: 

“ ., . There are some refugees 
being sent to the island between 
6 and 16 years of age. No babies 
are to come. I do not know how 
many yet. Some (persons) have 
offered to take them in.” 

“Ships are very few and far be- 
tween and not much trading is 
done on them now as before the 
war,” ran the letter, which was 
dated Oct. 15, 1940. 

“We have heard that two ships 
which used to call here have been 
sunk by submarines with our or- 
ders on both of them, which makes 
us short of many things we need.” 
The message, written by a 73- 
year-old woman missionary, was 
received by Granville P. Lindley, 
a radio engineer who went to Pit- 
cairn in 1938 to set up the island’s 
short-wave radio station. 

The letter spoke of the death 
last June of Richard Edgar Chris- 
tian, direct descendant of Fletcher 
Christian, who led the Bounty mu- 
tiny. He died, said the message, 
“through no ship calling with a 
doctor. A (radio) message was 
sent out, but the ship called a day 
too late.”

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SOCIAL SECURITY ACT CHANGE 
SUGGESTED TO AID SOLDIERS 


Persons in U. S. Employ Lose Cred- 
its So Long as They Are 
on Federal Payroll. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 


Administrators of the Social Secur- 
ity Law today studied proposed 
legislative changes designed to pro- 


tect the interests of persons who 
leave civilian jobs covered by Fed- 
eral old-age insurance, to enter the 
army or accept employment on de- 
fense projects operated by the Gov- 
ernment, 

Unless the law is amended, such 
soldiers or defense workers would 
not accumulate wage credits under 
the Federal retirement plan so long 
as they were on the Government 
payroll, for the present act does 
not cover Government employes. 

Officials of the Social Security 
Board said, however, that wage 
credits accumulated in civilian life 
would remain credited to the in- 
sured person’s retirement benefit 
atcount, even under the present 
statute,

PULITZER PRIZE, DIES AT 52 


Received Award in 1928 for Fight 
Against Intolerance; Head 
of Montgomery Advertiser. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala. Jan. 10 
(AP).—Grover C. Hall, editor of the 
Montgomery Advertiser, whose un- 
compromising fight against intol- 
erance won him a Pulitzer prize, 
died last night after a brief illness. 
He would have been 53 years old 
today. 

Hall was taken ill Sunday night, 
while visiting a friend. — 

When blood ‘transfusions were 
needed, associates, including Gov. 
Frank M. Dixon, State workers, 
virtually the entire personnel of 
Montgomery’s two newspapers, the 
Advertiser and the Journal, and 
hundreds of friends, offered their 
blood. 

Hall, who began his newspaper 
career as a printer’s devil at 17, 
won the Pulitzer prize in 1928 for 
“the best editorial writing” of the 
year—a continued attack on the 
then powerful Ku Klux Klan, gang- 
ism, flogging and racial and relig- 
ious intolerance.

The danger is, rather, that the 
new setup encourages continued 
warfare between the two big gov- 
ernmental groups—the business 
men in the defense setup and ad- 
ministration conservatives on the 
one hand, and the New Dealers and 
their labor allies on. the other. 
These two groups made Knudsen 
and Hillman their unwilling, and 
perhaps unconscious champions in 
the row over the President’s execu- 
tive order establishing the Office 
of Production Management. The 
business men almost succeeded in 
concentrating all defense authority, 
even over labor, in Knudsen’s 
hands. The New Dealers triumphed 
in the end, when the President di- 
vided the authority equally, giving 
Hillman a prescriptive right to in- 
tervene in production matters. In 
the nature of things, since the au- 
thority IS equally divided, each 
group will be terribly tempted to 
try to increase its champion’s stat- 
ure at the expense of his associate. 
And no matter how well Knudsen 
and Hillman get on now, their rela- 
tionship will certainly break down 
if everyone insists on treating 
them as the captains, of warring 
factions. 

Peculiar Conflict. 

HE situation between the New 
Dealers and the business men is, 
to say the least, peculiar. With- 
in the administration, the New 
Dealers are in the position of old 
settlers, while the business men are 
prosperous newcomers. In the first 
shock of crisis after the fall of 
France, the old settlers and the 
newcomers were reasonably friend- 
ly. Then some newcomers behaved 
pretty brashly, and a good many old 
settlers began to feel an aching 
nestalgia for the days when they 
ruled the roost alone. A few influ- 
ential men like Benjamin V. Cohen 
among the New Dealers or Under- 
Secretary of the Navy James For- 
restal among the business men, 
could put the success of the de- 
fense program above all other con- 
siderations. But disinterestedness 
proved all too rare. 


Of course, as has already been 
noted in this space, the New Deal 
group is by no means what it once 
was. It has been split by quarrels, 
and has suffered from ‘certain de- 
fections. Its catalyst, Thomas G. 
Corcoran, still seems determined to 
leave the Governmient. His depar- 
ture seemed doubtful a few weeks 
ago, when he went to Speaker Sam 
Rayburn and Majority Leader John 
McCormack, and persuaded them, 
entirely on his own initiative, to 
fight to sustain the President’s 
Walter-Logan bill veto in the House. 
This turned up trumps, and the 
President was briefly expected to 
force Corcoran to stay in Washing- 
ton. Then the President offered 
him a position similar to what he 
had before, and Corcoran, who is 
personally anxious to start private 
law practice, kept to his original 
plan.

NYONE can see that ther is big 
trouble ahead if the New Deal- 
ers and business men choose up 


‘sides and fly at each other. Unfor- 


tunately, their readiness to do so 
was plainly indicated in the row 
over the definition of Knudsen’s 
and Hillman’s positions in the 
President’s executive order on the 
OPM. The line-up was not com- 
plete in either faction. The wiser 
members of both held aloof from 
the struggle. But a possible pat- 
tern of the future was all too ap- 
parent in the maneuverings, gath- 
erings of allies, mutual recrimina- 
tions and appeals to the White 
House that characterized the draft- 
jing, re-drafting and final approval 
of the order. 


In the pre-war days, it would 
have been safe to predict that a 
cut-throat intra-administration con- 
flict would start-in a few weeks, 
and that in a few months the New 
Dealers would triumph. As of to- 
day, however, there are three rea- 
sons for hope. 


1. The business men are political- 
ly indispensable to the President, 
If he lets the business men be at- 
tacked, and the defense effort be- 
come involved in bureaucratic con-: 
troversy, his support in Congress 
and the country will be gravely 
endangered. 


2. Partly for this reason, but 
even more because the gravity of 
the situation has instilled a’ corre- 
sponding seriousness in him, the. 
President himself -is understood to 
be determined not to tolerate any- 
such nonsense among his subordi- 
nates as he used almost to enjoy. 
in the past. J 


3. Sensible men on both sides 
are fully aware of the danger of. 
further fighting over whether 
Knudsen or Hillman, business man 
or New Dealer, is boss. When For- 
restal offered to back Corcoran for 
the place of general counsel of the 
OPM, before John Lord O’Brian. 
was chosen, he showed a spirit of.

It is not the 
risk of total war, for there is no 
battlefield on which such a war 
could be fought. But there is a risk 
of armed encounters at sea, and 
the over-all measure of that risk 
will be found in how quickly we 
can produce merchant ships, war- 
ships, planes and weapons inside 
the United States. If this country 
does this year what it is quite ca- 
pable of doing—that is, makes it- 
self the greatest arsenal on earth 
—it need fear no reprisals. 


It will be able to supply: its 
friends with the weapons which 
will exhaust its adversaries, and, 
in the act of insuring their ex- 
haustion, it will accumulate an in- 
vincible power of its own.

A Hint of the Future. 


The sun was higher now; it was 
warm, and the corn was ground. 
Soon from all the village there came 
the soft patter of hands, like a gen- 
tle rhythmic applause, perhaps the 
most characteristic sound of Mex- 
ico. It comes from the women fash- 
ioning the meal into those cakes 
known. as tortillas. We walked 
about the village, the people follow- 
ing us, and talking, and in the sim- 
ple, prosy way of adults, we asked 
the solemn, doe-eyed children what 
they wanted to be when they grew 
up. Their answers were impressive 
only when one glanced at the bleak 
wilderness about and one said she 
wanted to be a teacher, a boy de- 
clared that he would be a mechan- 
ic, while another said he was to be 
a musician, 


As we walked toward a home, 
into which we were later invited, 
the assistant Mayor pointed to the 
pile of adobe bricks and said they 
were for the purpose of building a 
school, They did not have enough 
water, as yet, he said, to follow 
their great plan of making the 
whole village of adobe, but he felt 
sure this civic planning would ma- 
terialize and the first project was 
the building of a school. Now, he 
said, school was conducted in a 
bamboo hut, but their chief com- 
plaint was that they were not get- 
ting enough books. They had 
passed a resolution about it, he went 
on, adding that things were getting 
better. 

There were 18 medical centers 
in Laguna now and the women of 
the Eighteenth of March were all 
having their babies in the hospital 
at Torreon. Before that, he said 
many babies and mothers, too, had 
died. Yes, things were picking up. 
The village was two years old and 
the first year there had been no 
crop at all because there was no 
water at all. They had had no 
pump and people from other vil- 
lages had helped them.

Credit a Great Need. 

As we waited for the women’s 
meeting, Juan de los Reyes told me 
much about Mexican agrarian re- 
form. Its great lack was suffi- 
cient credit. The Ejidal Bank, a 
Government institution, which 
largely governs the distributed 
lands, which in Mexico are known 
as ejidos, had advanced credit to 
only about 10 per cent of those new- 
ly possessing land. The bank bor- 
rowed money from American firms, 
which loaned the money on the 
condition that they could have the 
crops which their money grew, at 
a low price. Consequently, in real- 
ity American firms controlled the 
countryside at which I was now 
gazing in every way save actual 
title. 

Another flaw in the system of 
land distribution is that too many 
people are trying to live off land 
that could not produce enough for 
them. The old land owners still 
hold the best parts of the Laguna 
and their estates contain all of the 
farm implements and irrigation ma- 
chinery which the peasants need 
for cultivating their own parcels. 
Each peasant in the Laguna holds 
title to four acres, although the 
land is worked in common and re- 
ceives an advance on his crop of 
ohe and one-half pesos a day or 
about 30 cents a day, more than he 
ever received before, but still not 
enough. 3

Our bodies were not 
created for violent exercises which 
destroy cell structure.

“North opened the bidding with 


two hearts to which I, sitting South, \ 


responded with three diamonds. 
North then bid four no trumps. I 
bid five clubs and South bid seven 
hearts, which was not doubled but 
which, because of the heart distri- 
bution, was set one trick. North 
insisted that I should have _ re- 
sponded to his two heart bid with 
four diamonds. I said that that 
would imply some support for his 
heart suit which I did not have, 
but that in my opinion he should 
have responded to my three dia- 
mond bid with three hearts. I 
would then have bid four diamonds, 
refraining from making the four no 
trump bid, which my hand war- 
ranted, because I had no heart sup- 
port. I stated that I thought he 
should then bid five no trump, to 
which I then would have respond- 
ed with seven diamonds. 

“The one real criticism which 
my partner might have made, and 
did not make, was that I should 
have taken out a seven heart con- 
tract with seven no trump. 

“You will observe, however, that 
I did not have the ace of diamonds 
and it was entirely possible from 
my point of view that his seven 
heart bid was occasioned by the 
fact that he had a diamond void. 
I would appreciate your comments 
on the matter—I. D., Oklahoma.” 

Grand slams are rare enough, 
and profitable enough, to make 
their loss a strious matter. It is 
especially maddening to be defeat- 
ed at this exalted level when 13 
tricks are readily available and the 
only problem is to select the proper 
denomination, 

My correspondent is far too mod- 
est in assuming any of the blame 
in this tragedy. As South, his bid- 
ding was flawless. It would have 
been criminal (despite the result) 
for South to “take charge” and bid 
seven no trump over North’s seven 
hearts, .As South himself points 
out, North’s holding might well 
have been: 

@AK YAKQI1008 @None ZKQ62 
@None YAKQJ1098 @AG3 ZKQ2 

Had North held either of these, 
or a similar hand, void of a suit but 
solid in hearts, South probably 
would have been “liquidated” on 
the spot for bidding seven no trump 
against which the opponents coald 
cash the missing ace (or ace-king). 

No, South can absolve himself of 
any complicity in the crime that 6c- 
curred. North, and North alone, 
was guilty. When he located the 
club ace in South’s hand (via the 
four no trump convention) it should 
have become crystal clear that sev- 
en no trump could not fail if 
North’s heart suit came home gol- 
idly. Since this proviso alsd would 
apply, in fairly obvious fashion, to 
a seven heart contract, it follows 
that North, who was the only one 
who knew about all the controls, 
should have been the one to select 
the no trump contract. This would 
have two enormous advantages over 
a suit contract: (1) An opening 
lead could not be ruffed by the 
other defender and (2) if one suit 
(hearts or diamonds) failed to 
break, the other might supply 
—— tricks to round out the con-
